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ABSTRACT 

A  special  study  pertaining  to  the  career  and 
occupational  development  knowledge  of  17-year-olds,  both  in  and  out 
of  school,  was  conducted  for  the  Department  of  Labor  by  the  National 
Assessment  of  Ewlucational  Progress.  For  the  49  cognitive  items 
measured,  performance  percentages  were  up  on  two  items,  about  the 
same  as  in  previous  assessments  on  18  items,  and  down  on  29.  For  the 
eight  experiential  items  being  reassiessed,  performance  was  about  the 
same  on  five  items  and  was  down  on  the  other  three.  Performance  on 
attitudinal  items  increased  on  four,  remained  stable  on  ten,  and 
declined  on  four.  Results  are  reported  for  various  subgroups  of 
interest,  such  as:  regions,  the  sexes,  racial/ethnic  groups, 
different  types  of  communities,  reading  achievement  guartiles,  and 
several  work  experience  categories.  Respondents  who  reported  being 
employed  on  a  regular,  occasional  or  part-time  basis  did 
significantly  better  on  the  job-knowledge  items  than  the  nation  as  a 
whole,  while  unemployed  teens  or  full-time  workers  were  below  the 
nation.  The  report  also  provides  group  results  for  each  individual 
item  assessed,  and  gives  changes  in  performance  percentages  from 
previous  assessments.

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FOREWORD 


When  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  was  chartered  in  1867, 
one  charge  to  its  commissioners  was  to  determine  the  nation's 
progress  in  education.  The  National  Assessment  of  Educational 
Progress  (NAEP)  was  initiated  a  century  later  to  address,  in 
a  systematic  way,  that  charge. 

Since  1969,  the  National  Assessment  has  gathered 
information  about  levels  of  educational  achievement  across 
the  country  and  reported  its  findings  to  the  nation.  It  has 
surveved  the  attainments  of  9-year-olds,  13-year-olds, 
17_year-olds  and  sometimes  adults  in  art,  career  and 
occupational  development,  citizenship-,  1  i  t  e  r-a  t  u  r  e  , 
mathematics,  music,  reading,  science,  social  studies  and 
writing.  All  areas  have  been  periodically  reassessed  in  order 
to  detect  any  important  changes.  To  date.  National  Assessment 
has  interviewed  and  tested  nearly  1 , 000 , 000  young  Americans. 

Learning-area  assessments  evolve  from  a  consensus 
process.  Each  assessment  is  the  product  of  several  years  of 
work  by  a  great  many  educators,  scholars  and  lay  persons  from 
all  over  the  nation.  Initially,  these  people  design 
objectives  for  each  subject  area,  proposing  general  goals 
they  feel  Americans  should  be  achieving  in  the  course  of 
their  education.  After  careful  review,  these  objectives  are 
given  to  writers,  whose  task  is  to  create  exercises  (items) 
appropriate  to  the  objectives. 

When  the  items  have  passed  extensive  reviews  by 
subject-area  specialists,  measurement  experts  and  lay 
persons,  they  are  administered  to  probability  samples.  These 
samples  are  selected  in  such  a  way  that  the  results  of  their 
assessment  can  be  generalized  to  an  entire  national 
population.  That  is,  on  the  basis  of  the  performance  of  about 
2,500  17-year-olds  on  a  given  exercise,  we  can  make 
generalizations  about  the  probable  performance  of  all 
i7-year-olds  in  the  nation. 

After    assessment   data    have    been   collected,    scored  and 

analyzed,     the    National    Assessment    publishes    reports  and 

disseminates  the  results  as  widely  as  possible.  All  of  the 
exercises  in  this  report  are  in  the  public  domain. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 


Although  this  special  study  conducted  for  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Labor  was  performed  in  conjunction  with  the 
1979-80  reading/1  its r a tu re  assessment,  the  results  of  this 
career  knowledge  and  work  experience  assessment  of 
17-year-olds  show  few  similarities  to  the  reading  results 
reported  in  Three  National  Assessments  of  Reading:  Changes  in 
Performance ,  1970-80 >  Whereas  read  ing  performance  was  stable 
over  the  decade,  general  overal 1  declines  were  observed  on 
cognitive  types  of  career  and  occupational  development  i tems, 
while  the  response  percentage  values  for  atti  tud  inal  and 
experiential  types  of  items  were  very  similar  to  those 
reported  for  the  1977  assessment  of  these  items. 

•  Out-of-school  17-year-olds  performed  about  4.5 
percentage  points  below  the  in-school  group  on  career 
knowledge  items. 

•  There  are  regional,  racial/ethnic  and  community 
differences  in  proportions  of  in-school  and: 
out-of-school  17-year-olds:  the  proportion'' d"? 
Southeasterners,  Hispanos  and  blacks  is  higher  in  the 
o,ut-of-school  group,  while  the  proportion  of 
17-year-olds  in  the  Central  region  and  the 
advantaged-urban  group  is  higher  in  the  in-school 
group. 

•  Almost  55%  of  the  out-of-school  teenagers  are  in  the 
lowest  reading  achievement  quartile. 

•  More  out-of-school  than  in-school  17-year-olds  rated 
themselves  as  poor  readers. 

•  Nearly  three  times  as  many  out-of-school  17-year-olds 
reported  that  neither  parent  had  graduated  from  high 
school . 

•  Relatively  more  in-school  students  (48%)  are 
currently  employed  (  includ  es  f ul 1-t ime ,  part-time  or 
occasional  employment)  than  17-year-olds  out  of 
school   (41%) . 

•  Occasional  and  part-time  workers,  whether  in  school 
or  out,  had  performance  means  above  the  national 
level .

While  still  performing  below  the  nation  on  cognitive 
items,  three  groups  of  in-school  respondents  —  those 
in  the  Southeast,  blacks  and  respondents  attending 
school  in  d i sad van t aged -urban  areas  —  narrowed  the 
gap  between  themselves  and  the  nation  during  the 
years  from  1974  to  1980  or  from  1977  to  198C. 
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CHAPTER  1 


INTRODUCTION 


The  National  Assessment  of  Educational  Progress  (NAEP) 
surveyed  the  reading  skills  of  young  Americans  in  the  1979-80 
school  year.  In  conjunction  with  that  reading  assessment,  a 
supplemental  survey  of  17-year-olds'  work  experience  and 
knowledge  about  career  and  occupational  development  was 
conducted  for  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  (DOL) .  This  report 
presents  the  results  of  that  special  survey  of  17-year-olds 
both  in  and  out  of  school.  The  17-year-olds  attending  school 
were  sampled  in  March-May  1980,  while  those  out  of  school 
were  sampled  during  June  and  July.  Participants  in  the 
out-of-school  group  were  87%  discontinuers  (dropouts)  and  13% 
early  graduates. 


Description  of  the  Data  Base 

Participants  in  the  National  Assessment  sample  are 
selected  through  a  scientific,  deeply-stratified  probability 
sampling  design  so  that  they  are  representative  of  a  national 
population.  This  means  that  on  the  basis  of  the  performance 
of  about  2#500  17-year-old  respondents  on  a  given  exercise, 
generalizations  can  be  made  about  the  probable  performance  of 
all  17-year-olds.  Performance  is  reported  as  the  percentage 
of  young  people  who  responded  correctly  to  a  given  item,  and 
results  are  reported  only  for  various  groups  of  respondents, 
never  for  individuals.  The  percentages  reported  are 
estimates,  not  absolute  values,  because  they  are  based  upon 
samples  drawn  from  the  17-year-old  population.  These  are  our 
best  estimates,  but  as  with  all  sampling  procedures,  there  is 
always  a  certain  amount  of  measurement  and  nonmeasuremen t 
error  present.  This  means  that  for  any  given  percentage 
reported,  it  is  really  that  amount  plur  or  minus  a  (usually 
small)   margin  of  error. 


National  Assessment  computes  standard  errors  to  estimate 
these  sampling  and  random  error  sources  so  that  differences 
can  ^^e  described  as  statistically  significant  where 
appropriate.  NAEP  adheres  to  the  standard  convention  of 
designating  a  difference  as  significant  if  the  amount  of  the 
difference  is  at  least   tv;ice  as  great  as  the  standard  error. 
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indicating  that  a  difference  this  great  would  occur  by  chance 
in  5%  or  less  of  all  possible  replications  of  the  procedures 
used  • 

In  simplest  terms,  this  means  that  differences  between 
percentages  may  be  due  to  chance,  but  if  the  difference  meets 
the  "two  standard  error"  criterion,  NAEP  is  reasonably 
confident  that  such  a  difference  is  "real"  and  not  due  to 
chance.  Such  statistical  conventions  are  only  tools  to  aid  in 
decision  making;  they  are  not  necessarily  substitutes  for 
good  judgment. 

Although  National  Assessment  reports  data  on  the 
achievement  levels  of  various  subgroups,  the  causes  for  any 
observed  differences  between  groups  should  not  be  ascribed  to 
such  group  membership.  Each  respondent  is  a  member  of  many 
subgroups,  and  there  are  many  factors,  both  cultural  and 
socioeconomic,  that  may  account  for  observed  differences 
between  groups.  Since  no  single  factor  can  adequately 
describe  any  group,  care  must  be  exercised  to  avoid  any 
overgeneral iza tions  based  on  such  group  data.

Community  Three  extreme  community  types  of  special 
interest  are  defirted  by  an  occupational  profile 
of  the  area  served  by  a  school ,  as  well  as  by 
the  size  of  the  community  in  which  the  school  is 
located.  This  is  the  only  reporting  category 
that  excludes  a  large  number  of  respondents. 
About  t:  wo -thirds  do  not  fall  into  the 
classifications  listed  below.  Resul ts  for  ^  the 
remaining  two-thirds  are  not  reported,  since 
their  performance  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
nation . 

Advantaged  urban  (high  metro) .  Students  in  this 
group  attend  schools  in  or  around  cities  having 
a  population  greater  than  200,000  and  where  a 
high  proport'ion  of  th.-  residents  are  in 
professional  or  managerial  employment . 

Disadvantaged  urban  (low  metro) .  Students  in 
this  group  attend  schools  in  or  around  cities 
having  a  population  greater  than  200,000  and 
where  a  relatively  high  proportion  of  the 
residents  are  on  welfare  or  not  regularly 
employed . 

Rural.  Students  in  this  group  attend  schools  in 
areas  with  a  population  under  10,000  and  where 
many  of  the  residents  are  farmers  or  farm 
workers. 


Size  of 

Community  Big  cities.  Students  in  this  group  attend 
schools  within  the  city  limits  of  cities  having 
a  1970  census  population  over  200,000. 

Fringes  around  big  cities.  Students  in  this 
group  attend  schools  withfn  metropolitan  areas 
(1970  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  urbanized 
areas)  served  by  cities  having  a  population 
greater  than  200,000  but  outside  the  city 
limits. 

Medium  cities.  Students  in  this  group  attend 
schools  in  cities  having  a  population  between 
25,000    and   200,000,    not   classified    in  the 
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f r inges-a round-big-cities  category* 


Small  places*  Students  in  this  group  attend 
schools  in  communities  having  a  population  less 
than  25/000  not  classified  in  the 
f r inges-around-big-ci ties  category.

:>ccupational  development  items  in  relation 
performance.  These  supplemental  items,  selected  by  the  Labor 
Department  staff  working  with  National  Assessment  staff,  were 
assembled  into  supplementary  booklets  that  were  given  to 
17-year-olds  both  in  and  out  of  school.  The  first  of  the 
previous  assessments  was  a  career  and  occupational 
development  (COD)  survey  performed  in  1974.  Twenty-six  of  the 
supplemental  items  came  from  this  source.  The  other  61  DOL 
items  were  selected  from  a  basic  life  skills  (BLS)  assessment 
done  in  1977.  Three  additional  special  background  questions 
were  included  (which  were  ask-d  of  both  in-  and  out-of-school 
respondents)  that  related  to  the  recent  work  experience 
these  young  17-year-old  Americans.

for  nonresponse,  and  the  probabilities  of  selection  are  based 
on    the   estimated    number    of    people    in    the    target  age 
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populations.  Therefore,  the  weight  for  an  individual 
estimates  the  number  of  people  that  the  individual  represents 
in  the  age  population.  The  sum  of  the  weights  of  all 
individuals  at  an  age  level  who  respond  to  an  exercise  is  an 
estimate  of  the  total  number  of  people  in  that  age  population 
in  the  year  that  the  exercise  was  assessed.  Similarly,  the 
sum  of  weights  for  all  individuals  who  took  the  exercise  and 
who  also  are  members  of  some  demographic  category  (such  as 
blacks)  gives  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  people  in  the  age 
population,  for  the  year ,  who  are  also  members  of  the 
category.  The  ratio  of  the  two  totals  estimates  the 
proportional  representation  of  the  demographic  category  in 
the  age  population  for  the  given  year. 

Additionally,  an  estimate  of  the  percentages  of  a 
particular  age  group  that  would  have  responded  to  a 
particular  exercise  in  a  particular  way  if  the  entire  age 
group  were  assessed  is  defined  as  the  weighted  number  of  that 
type  of  response  divided  by  the  weighted  number  of  all  the 
responses.  A  similar  ratio  of  weights  is  used  to  estimate 
percentages  and  averagjss  for  reporting  groups  or 
subpopul a tions  of  interest. 

Probabilities  of  selection  were  computed  and  assigned 
for  booklets  of  items,  for  the  schools  in  the  sample  and  for 
oversampling  of  certain  population  groups  to  assure  adequate 
representation.  The  ou t-o f-school  group  (termed  the 
Supplementary  Frame  school  sample)  was  separately  selected 
from  a  special  balanced  half-sample  of  the  schools  in  the 
regular  age  17  assessment  so  that  the  subsample  was 
representative  of  the  various  subpopulat ions .  The  student 
sample  was  selected  using  a  strategy  to  maximize  the  number 
of  the  scarce  early  graduates  chosen,  resulting  in  a  final 
ratio  of  556  discont inuers  to  95  early  graduates.  Most  of 
these*  participants  responded  to  tnree  different  booklets  of 
items  (average  number  of  booklets  per  respondent  was  2.94)  so 
that  the  total  number  of  booklets  assessed  was  1,915.  This 
ensured  that  there  was  an  average  of  nearly  137  ou t-o f-school 
respondents  to  each  i tem.  Based  on  the  adjusted  weights  for 
respondents,  the  relative  proportions  of  dropouts  and  early 
graduates  were  computed  for  the  national  sample  and  for  the 
various  subg roups . 


For  a  thorough  discussion  of  National  Assessment  weighting 
and  adjustment  procedures,  see  the  Procedural  Handbook ; 
1979-80  Reading  and  Literature  Assessment  (1981)  a  nd  Final 
Report  on  National  Assessment  of  "Ecluca  tional  Progress 
Sampling  and  Weighting  Activities  for  Assessment  Year  11 
(1981). 
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For  example,  as  can  be  seen  in  Table  1,  there  are 
proportional  differences  between  these  J.,ijfegroups  when  we 
examine  them  by  region. 

For  ease,jor  use  of  Table  1,  compare  the  percentage 
values  for  the  groups  with  that  for  the  nation*  For  example, 
the  national  percentage  of  out-of-school  teenagers  in  the 
sample  is  lO.l.  For  the  Southeast,  the  percentage  of  sample 
out  of  school  is  17.8,  certainly  much  greater  than  the 
national  value.  In  contrast,  the  corresponding  Central  region 
percentage  is  only  6.9,  or  considerably  lower  than  the^ 
national  percentage  value.  By  comparing  an  individual  group^ 
with  its  corresponding  column  national  percentage  value,  it 
is  possible  to  see  at  a  glance  which  groups  are  over-  or 
under  represented  in  the  out-of-school  column  or  the  in-school 
column . 

A  proportionally  larger  number  of  out-of-school 
respondents  live  in  the  Southeast,  while  the  Central  and 
Northeast  have  proportionally  fewer.  Furthermore,  based  on 
the  national  percentages,  the  Southeast  contributes 
proportionally  fewer  to  the  in-school  total. 

As  the  results  indicate,  there  are  also  significant 
proportional  differences  depending  upon  racial/ethnic  group 
membership.  The  greatest  disparity  occurs  in  the  Hispanic 
out-of-school  group,  with  nearly  double  the  percentage  of 
young  people  in  this  group  than  in  the  national  group.  Other 
groups'  observed  differences  are  the  Hispanos  in  school 
(below  the  nation)  and  the  blacks  out  of  school  (above  the 
nation)  . 

Significant  differences  among  the  commun i ty-type^  groups 
are  largely  attributable  to  a  lower  proportion  of 
out-of-school  respondents  in  the  advantaged-urban  and^^rural 
areas. 

Another  factor  that  hai.  been  shown  to  have  a  substantial 
relationship  to  achievement  differences  is  the  level  of 
educational  attainment  of  the  respondents'  parents.  As 
illustrated  in  the  table,  the  out-of-school  group  differs 
substantially  from  the  in-school  gro»'P  in  several  ways.  There 
are  more  out-of-school  17-year-olds  vsno  reported  that  neither 
parent  has  graduated  from  high  school  and  fewer  who  reported 
that  either  parent  has  some  post-high-school  education,  while 
the  reverse  is  true  for  in-school  17-year-olds.

In  Table  2  are  presented  weighted  proportions  within  the 
various  achievement  levels,  reader  self-perception  categories 
and  work  experience  groups.  Figures  in  this  table  do  not  add 
to  100%  by  row,  but  instead  show  the  comparisons  between 
in-school  and  out-of-school  group  proportions.  For  example, 
in  the  rea'jer  self-perception  category  of  very  good,  29.2%  of 
the  in-school  group  rated  themselves  thus,  while  for  the 
out-of-school  group,  only  18.2%  rated  themselves  as  very  good 
readers .

Not  unexpectedly,  a  higher  proportion  of  the 
out-of -school  17-year-olds  a ppears  in  the  lowest  achievement 
level  (1);  nearly  55%  of  all  out-of-cchool  17-year-olds  are 
in  this  quartile.  Along  with  this  over representation  in  the 
lowest  level,  there  is  substantial  under  representation  of  the 
out-of-school  group  in  the  two  highest  quartiles  (3  and  4). 
The  reverse  pattern  is  true  for  in-school  17-year-olds,  with 
fewer   than   the   national   level    in   the   lowest  quartile  and  a 
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greater  proportion  in  the  highest  quartile. 


In  the  results  of  the  comparison  of  the  groups  on  the 
basis  of  their  self-perceptions  as  readers,  again  there  are 
significant  group  differences,  with  proportionately  more  of 
the  out-of-school  group  than  the  in-school  group  rating 
themselves  as  poor  readers  (11*0%  versus  6.6%) •  Fewer  out  of 
school  perceived  themselves  as  very  good  readers  (18.2%), 
compared  with  29*2%  of  the  in-school  group* 

Recults  of  the  three  work  experience  questions  for  the 
in-  and  '  out-of-school  17-year-olds  are  also  presented  in 
Table  2.  Here,  also,  there  are  significant  differences  among 
groups •  Propor t ional ly  more  out-of-school  respondents 
reported  full-time  work  in  the  last  six  months  and  the 
previous  summer,  but  fewer  of  the  out-of-school  respondents^, 
reported  regular  part-time  work  or  occasional  work. 
Conversely,  students  still  in  school  were  proportionally 
lower  in  the  full-time  employment  category.  When  asked  about 
current  employment,  41.3%  of  the  out-of-school  group  replied 
in  the  affirmative,  while  for  the  in-school  group,  47.8% 
reported  being  currently  employed. 

Summarizing,  when  compared  to  the  nation,  there  are 
significantly  larger  proportions  of  out-of-school  respondents 
in  the  following  groups:  the  Southeast,  Hispanos,  blacks,  in 
the  group  reporting  neither  parent  graduated  from  high 
school,  in  the  lowest  achievement  quartile  and  among 
respondents  who  perceive  themselves  as  poor  readers  or  who 
are  uncertain  how  to  rate  themselves  for  reading  ability.  All 
of  these  groups  are  also  below  the  national  level  on  overall 
reading  performance  for  recent  assessments. 


For  a  more  detailed  report  of  reading  performance 
differences,  see  Three  National  Assessments  of  Reading ; 
Chanqes  in  Performance,   1970-80  (1981). 
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In  addi  tion  to  the  inforiT\a  t  ion  about  percentages  of 
respondents  represented  within  the  various  groups  discussed 
thus  far,  some  additional  background  information  was  obtained 
for  only  the  out-of-school  respondents*  These  extra  questions 
were  included  to  provide  more  descriptive  data  relating  to 
reading  experiences  encountered  in  work  situations;^ 
continuing  education  experience,  type  of  main  job  (whether  or 
not  employed)  and  whether  or  not  school  training  had  provided 
adequate  preparation  for  out-of-school  situations.  Response 
percentages  to  these  items  are  presented  on  an  item-by- item 
basis  in  Tables  3  and  4  and  are  given  for  the  nation  and  the 
regions.  For  each  item,  the  question  is  presented  in  brief 
form  first,  followed  by  the  percentages  selecting  each  of  the 
various  options. 

As  indicated  in  Table  3,  72%  of  these  young  people 
believe  that  they  learned  the  skills  in  high  school  that  they 
now  need  in  everyday  life.  Of  those  who  felt  that  they  had 
not  learned  all  they  needed  to,  2%  of  the  national  sample 
responded  first  that  they  needed  more  reading  skills,  while 
another  6%  thought  they  should  have  learned  other  academic 
skills*  Another  6.5%  would  have  liked  additional  vocational 
skills,  while  the  largest  percentage,  8.5%,  felt  they  needed 
to  have  learned  more  interpersonal  skills  in  high  school. 
More  than  11%  were  enrolled  in  a  school  or  training  program 
on  either  a  full-time  or  part-time  basis.  Whereas  15-18%  of 
the  out-of-school  respondents  in  the  Northeastern  and  Central 
regions  are  continuing  their  education  in  some  manner,  only 
7-9%  are  doing  so  in  the  West  and  Southeast.  In  the 
Southeastern  and  Northeastern  regions,  more  young  people  out 
of  school  reported  being  enrolled  in  academic  than 
vocational/technical  programs,  while  the  reverse  is  true  in 
the  Central  and  Western  regions. 

There  are  also  regional  differences  in  percentages 
employed  in  the  various  categories  of  main  job  types  listed 
in  Table  3*  Nationally,  homemaking,  crafts,  other  and 
operatives  account  for  the  largest  numbers  of  jobs  reported 
by  17-year-olds  out  of  school,  and  both  the  Central  and 
Southeastern  regions  reflect  these  same  top  four.  In  the 
Western  region,  service  work  replaces  homemaker  in  the  top 
four,  while  in  the  Northeastern  region,  sales  work  and 
apprentice  positions  appear  with  homemaker  and  other  as  the 
top  four  main  jobs.

As  t'^-^i  percentages  in  Table  4  indicat(*,  regional 
differences  occur  in  percentage  unemployed/  ranging  from  -"^ 
low  of  44%  in  the  Northeastern  region  to  <53%  memployed  in 
the  Central  region.  when  asked  specific  questirns  about  the 
four  types  of  reference  sources  listed  in  Table  4,  an  averagr^ 
of  25%  of  the  total  sample  (or  nearly  60%  of  nhe  employed 
sample)  said  they  never  used  reference  sources  for  their  job, 
while  the  remaining  40%  used  reference  sources  some  of  thr 
time.    Also,    an   average   of    ^5%   replied    that   they  never  used 
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Che  four  other  types  of  reading  materials  for  their  jobs, 
although  the  remaining  64%  of  the  employed  group  did  use 
those.  Nationally,  4%  of  the  employed  group  responder:  that 
they  often  had  problems  with  required  reading  for  theik  jobs; 
38%  reported  that  they  sometimes  had  such  problems. 

Clearly,  as  a  group,  the  out--of-school  population  of 
17-year-olds  is  not  reading  as  well  as  they  could  or  possibly 
should.  This  is  substantiated  by  the  high  percentages  who 
perceive  themselves  as  poor  readers  (Table  2).  All  of  these 
differences  between  the  sample  groups  serve  to  illustrate  the 
multitude  of  factors  that  may, be  related  in  some  way  to  the 
performance  of  young  people,  whether  that  performance  be 
reading  achievement,  career  an*!  occupational  development 
knowledge  or  participation  in  various  positions  in  the  labor 
force.  The  papulation  of  17-year-olds  out  of  school  is 
certainly  not  identical  with  the  group  of  17~year-olds  still 
enrolled  Ln  school.  There  are  a  number  of  differences  between 
these  groups,  and  these  differences  may  very  possibly 
contribute  to  the  various  deviations  from  the  national 
performance  levels  that  are  discussed  in  Chapter  3.

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CHAPTER  3 


A  LOOK  AT  RESULTS 


Many  young  people  have  very  limited  experience  with  the 
working  world,  with  the  result  that  they  frequently  have 
unrealistic  beliefs  and  expectations  about  employment.  Making 
a  career  decision  is  an  important  step  in  the  maturation 
process.  It  is  one  that  ideally  should  be  taken  only  after  a 
considerable  amount  of  information  gathering  and  evaluating 
has  occurred • 

the  items  selected  for  this  study  were  structured  to 
examine  some  of  the  types  of  knowledge,  experience  and 
evaluative  procedures  young  people  possess  or  use  in  their 
career-mr^ki ng  decisions.  Items  were  designed  to  assess  such 
important  factors  as  self-knowledge  of  abilities  and 
interests,  general  knowledge  of  job  characteristics,  specific 
job-related  knowledge,  job-seeking  skills,  career-development 
skills  and  actual  work  experiences. 

The  results  presented  in  this  chapter  will  be  discussed 
at  a  fairly  general  level  since  all  of  the  response 
percentages  for  each  of  the  individual  items  are  included  in 
Appendixes  A  through  C.  In  the  various  tables  and  figures 
used  to  present  the  data,  some  reporting  groups  are  omitted, 
either  because  the  sample  size  is  too  small  to  be  reliable  or 
else  because  the  group  performance  is  so  similar  to  the 
r^ational  performance.  Only  reporting  groups  of  specific 
interest  are  included  in  the  displays. 

One  way  of  examining  the  career-knowledge  level  of 
17-year-old?  is  to  summarize  across  all  of  the  cognitive 
items  in  v.  he  item  set  to  see  how  the  group  of  all 
17-year-olds  compares  with  the  in-school  group.  Percentages 
displayed  in  Tables  5  and  6  reflect  some  characteristic 
performance  differences  between  the  groups  and  the  nation. 

In  the  results  from  the  1979-80  reading  assessment,  the 
performance  mean  of  all  17-year-olds  was  generally  1.5  to  2.0 
percentage  points  below  that  of  the  in-school  group.  This 
means  that  s  ince  the  read  ing  performance  of  out-of- school 
respondents  was  considerably  below  that  of  the  in-school 
group,  it  lowers  the  mean  for  the  "all"  group.  In  contrast, 
there  was  a  difference  of  only  0.5  percentage  points  between

As  can  be  seen  in  Tables  5  and  6,  some  groups  differ 
s  ignif  icrintly  from  the  national  level  of  performance,  and 
those  frequently  are  the  same  groups  that  perform  differently 
from  the  nation  on  reading  items  in  general.

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For  the  in-school  group,  students  who  are  male ,  those 
who  attend  school  in  rural  or  d isadvantaged-urban  areas, 
blacks  and  Hispanos  were  below  the  national  leve]  ,  while 
females,  whites  and  advantaged-urban  groups  were  above  the 
nation.  In  general,  the  group  of  all  17-year-olds  followeid 
similar  patterns,  except  that  the  Southeastern  group  now  is 
included  in  the  below-nation  cate^jory,  while  tho  rur^l  group 
no  longer  is  below  the  nation.  This  compares  with  reading 
results  for  in-school  1. 7 -y a  r  -  o  1  d  s  ,  whore  males, 
Southeastorners,  black.s  and  tho  rural  and  d  i  :3ndv  mta^j  -d-urbrin 
groups  were  below  tho  nation,  with  fcmalo5>,  whiten, 
advantaged  urban  and  the  Central  region  being  represented  in 
the  above-nation  category. 

Figure  1  displays  the  1980  results  of  group  performance 
levels  for  all  17-year-olds  on  the  49  DOL  cognitive  items , 
indicating  on  a  cumulative  basis  the  total  number  of  items  on 
which  each  group's  performance  was  above,  below  or  near  the 
national  level.  For  example,  in  the  Southeastern  region, 
there  were  7  items  on  which  this  group  performed  below  the 
nation,  41  items  with  performance  near  the  nation  and  1  item 
with  an  above-national  performance  level.  Comparable  data 
for  the  in-school  group  appears  in  Appendix  D.  These  are  the 
49  items  that  form  the  cognitive  moan  for  career  achievement 
shown  in  Tabl    \  5  and  . 

Performance  mean.*;  on  rhose  career  itens  also  varied 
depending  upon  type  of  work  experience  reported  by  the 
respondents,  as  we  11  as  across  the  four  ac  h ievemen t- class 
levels.  The  figures  presented  in  Table  7  clearly  indicate 
that  toe  group  of  respondents  who  reported  tiat  they  worked 
at  regular  part-time  jobs  during  the  last  six  months  also  had 
a  performance  average  significantly  higher  than  the  national 
level.  This  was  also  true  of  respondents  who  reported 
regularly  scheduled  occasional  work  during  the  last  six 
months.  On  the  other  hand,  teenagers  reporting  full-time  work 
during  the  last  six  months  had  a  moan  level  of  performance 
significantly  below  the  nation.  These  findings  were 
consistent  for  both  the  in-school  and  all  17-year-old  groups. 
For  the  all-17  group,  those  reporting  no  work  the  last  six 
months  were  also  below  the  nation,  though  this  was  not 
significantly  so  for  the  in-school  group.  When  surveyed  about: 
work  exper'ence  the  previous  summer  (1979),  the  only  group 
significantly  different  from  the  nation  was  the  group 
employed  on  a  regular  part-time  basis,  who  again  performed 
above  the  national  level,  while  all  other  groups  v/ero  near 
the  nation  on  performance.  For  both  in-school  and  all 
17-year-olds,  those  reporting  being  currently  employed 
(whether  full  time,  part  time  or  occasional)  performed  above 
the  nation;  those  not  employed  were  below.  Clearly,  there  are 
consistent  group  differences  in  performance  on  career  items 
when  the  groups  are  categorized  by  work  experience.

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By  jsing  reading  achievement  levels  to  divide  the  groups 
into  quartiies,  the  results  can  be  examined  for  a 
relationship  between  general  reading  performance  and 
performance  on  this  set  of  DOL  items.  These  results  are  also 
shown  in  Table  7. 

Not  unexpectedly,  there  seems  to  be  a  parallel  between 
retiding  achievement  levels  and  the  level  of  performance  on 
these  career  items  for  both  respondent  groups,  with  the  DOL 
performance  mean  increasing  substantially  (nearly  20 
percentage  points)  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  reading 
achievement  levels*  As  seen  in  Figure  1,  self-perception  as  a 
render  is  a '  so  clearly  related  to  performance  on  the  DOL 
items,  with  the  group  of  students  who  rated  themselves  as 
very  good  reoders  performing  significantly  above  the  nation. 

Another  way  of  examining  the  data  is  to  look  at  the 
changes  in  item  response  percentages  ovor  time.  For  the  14 
cognitive  .  tems  selected  from  the  1974  assessment, 
performance  ceclinod  significantly  on  10  items,  was  about  the 
same  as  in  1974  for  3  items  and  was  above  1974  on  only  1 
item.  This  is  true  for  both  the  in-school  group  and  for  all 
17-year-olds.  On  the  35  cognitive  items  previously  assessed 
in  1977  (for  in-school  students  only) ,  performance  was  down 
on  19  items,  about  the  same  on  15  items  and  higher  on  only  1. 
In  general,  then,  17-year-olds  in  1980  are  performing  below 
their  1974  and  1977  levels  on  items  relating  to  career 
knowledge.  The  item-level  summaries  in  Appendixes  A  through  C 
give  these  upv/ard  and  downward  changes  for  all  of  the  major 
reporting  groups  for  all  of  the  item  types. 

On  reading  achievement,  males,  blacks  and 
Southeasterners  gave  evidence  of  narrowing  the  gap  between 
themselves  and  the  nation,  and  this  same  pattern  of  change  is 
observed  in  these  work-related  items.  Taken  item  by  item  as 
presented  in  the  appendixes,  there  are  more  gains  observed 
among  Southeasterners ,  blacks  and  the  d  isadvantaged-urban 
group  thM^  in  the  other  groups  rep^)rted.  Also,  this  same  "gap 
closing"  effect  is  observed  on  the  noncognitive  types  of 
items  for  these  same  groups.  While  still  below  the  national 
mean,  the  distance  is  lessening  for  these  groups* 

For  the  experiential/atti tud  inal  kinds  of  i  tems,  given 
only  to  in-school  students  in  1977,  declines  are  less 
pronounced.  For  the  experiential  types  of  items,  as  in  the 
sample  following,  response  percentages  were  down  on  only 
three  items  and  about  the  same  on  five.

This  means  that  the  declines  in  performance  on  the 
cognitive  career  items  are  not  necessarily  accompanied  by  a 
commensurate  decline  in  attitudes  tov/ard  or  experiences 
related  to  career  development.  Fiqurei;  2  and  3  provide  the 
response  percentaqe  value  standings  for  the 
att itud inal/exper iential  questions  related  to  career 
(knowledge,  again  displayed  as  cumulative  figures. 

Examining  tie  item-level  results  across  the  different 
work  exj.erience  categories  yields  some  interesting 
information  also.  As  the  figures  in  Table  8  show,  for 
example,  in  the  "work  during  the  last  six  months"  category, 
the    group    of    respondents    who    worked    full    time  had 
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near-national  percentage  values  on  37  cognitive-  items  and 
below-national  values  on  12*  On  the  experien*  ial  items, 
however,  this  group  had  response  values  above  the  nation  on  2 
items,  near  the  nation  on  1^>  and  below  on  2.  For  'ittitudinal 
items,  on  the  other  hand,  1^  items  v/ero  in  the  nc^ir-national 
range,  while  only  1  vjrs  belov/  and  1  =5bove.  The  patterns  of 
response  values  on  the  attitudinal  irems  vary  but  little 
across  the  employment  categories,  while  the  experiential  vary 
somewhat  more  and  the  cognitive  values  vary  the  most. 

Performance  on  career- related  knowledge  i  tems  var  icd 
significantly,  and  this  appears  Lo  be  the  case  for 
experiential  items,  *:oo.  Attitudinal  items  .appear  less 
related  to  work  experience  responses.  This  s^me  response 
pattern  occurred  for  the  in-school  student  groups.  The 
strong  relationshi  p  between  the  four  read  ing  ach  ievement 
levels  and  the  DOL  knowledge  items  is  not  so  pronounced  for 
the  experiential  items  and  even  less  so  for  the  attitudinal 
ones . 

If  the  item  results  on  three  broad  categories  of  items 
atu  divided  into  groups  according  to  the  range  (point  spread 
between  lowest  and  highest  achievement  class  means) ,  it  is 
possible  to  differentiate  the  kinds  of  items  on  v/hich  hinh 
and  low  achie  ^rs  perform  similarly  or  very  differently.

For  example,  there  were  no  significant  differences  frojr. 
the  national  leve  across  all  four  roading  achievement  levels 
on  four  DOL  cogn  tive  items,  three  of  which  related  to  job 
applications.  On  :,he  other  hand,  the  kinds  of  items  whore  the 
highest  and  lowest:  reading  achievement  classes  were  farthest 
apart  were  item^;  relating  to  specific  job  training  and 
education  requirements,  specific  j;alary  expectations  and 
items  that  concerned  job-seeking  source  information.  For  all 
of  these,  the  teenagers  in  the  highest  achievement  levels  di^3 
better.  There  wor  ^  no  differences  across  the  Hour  achievement- 
levels  on^  items  that  dealt  with  value  judgmentr  concerninq 
the  benefits  of  saving  career  planning  talks  with  others  or 
the^  benefits  of  career  planning  activities.  Relatively  few 
attitudinal  item.  showed  a  wide  range  across  achievement 
groups.  Experiential  items,  however,  sh^owed  more  differences 
across  the  achievement  levels.  The  items  showing  the  least 
difference  among  groups  were  related  to  actual  visits  to 
community  places  (such  as  airport,  newspaper  plant,  factory) 
or  to  actual  experiences  ,such  as  making  repairs  without  helj 
or  being  a  volunteer  fn  a  career-related  field.  Wider 
response  value  differences  occurred  among  achievement  level:, 
on  items  concerning  actual  career-related  discussions  with 
others  (counselor,  fam  ly,  someone  outside  the  family)  or  on 
visits  to  a  museum  or  college,  all  of  which  were  more  likely 
to  be  reportp^  at  the  higher  achievement  levels.  In  general, 
there  does  seem  to  be  some  relationship  between 
experience-related  iteiis  and  reading  achievement  Levels  sinc^* 
the  respondents  in  the  highest  achievement  group  also  were 
more  likely  to  be  above  th€  national  response*  levels  om 
exper  iential   i  tems. 


CHAPTER  4 


QUESTIONS  AND  IMPLICATIONS 


Some  general  observations  emerge  from  the  descr i  ptive 
data  and  results  presented  in.  the  preceding  chapters,  and 
these  observations,  in  turn,  suggest  some  questions,  concerns 
and  directions  for  subsequent  research. 

To  begin  with,  there  are  some  distinct  differences 
between  the  in-school  17-year-old  group  and  the  out-of-school 
17~year-olds.  Studies  have  shown  that  the  school  dropout  has 
less  chance  in  the  labor  market;  therefore,  high  proportions 
of  out-of-school  17-year-olds  could  indicate  job  problems  for 
many  young  people,  Higher-than-chance-lavel  proportions  of 
out-of-school  respondents  were  observed  among  the  following 
groups:  Southeasterners ,  blacks,  Hispanos,  poor  readers, 
respondents  reporting  neither  parent  as  being  a  high  school 
graduate,  respondents  employed  full  time,  respondents 
currently  unemployed  and  thos*^  whose  reading  performance 
level  places  them  in  the  lowest  quartile.  Most  of  these  are 
probably  not  unexpected  findings  since  many  school 
discont inuers  are  dropouts  and  much  has  been  written 
concerning  the  dropout  profile.  However,  all  of  these 
findings  should  certainly  be  of  concern  to  anyone  interested 
in  improving  reading  performance  and/or  career  and 
occupational  knowledge  among  these  out-of-school 
17-year-olds.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following  groups  had 
below-chance  proportions  of  out-of-school  respondents:  the 
Central  and  ^Northeastern  regions,  whites,  respondents  from 
rural  and  ad\antaged-urban  areas,  those  in  the  upper  reading 
achievement  levels  and  indivif'uals  reporting  at  least  one 
parent  with  some  post-high-school  education.  Very  good 
readers,  young  people  currently  employed,  those  who  worked 
occasionally  or  part  time  on  a  regular  basis  during  the  last 
six  months  (or  during  the  previous  summer)  also  were 
underrepresented  in  the  out-of ~5;chool  population. 

Again,  nany  of  these  findings  m?y  seem  intuitive,  but 
.some  shi-'Uld  pose  additional  questions  to  be  answered .  For 
example,  why  do  the  Central  and  Northeastern  regions  seem  to 
do  bettor  at  keeping  17-year-olds  in  school  longer?  And  why 
^re  youig  [eople  who  work  on  a  regular  (occasional  or 
part-tim3)  b*- sis  more  likely  to  remain  in  school?  Or  turning 
this  aroand,   why  are  the   17-ye.ir-olds  who  attend  school  more 
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likely  to  have  regular  part-tiie  or  occasional  jol'S?  /re 
there  certain  attitudinal  or  motivational  factor;  that 
account  for  the  difference,  or  is  it  just  a  ques  ion  of 
socioeconomic  or  other  factors?  Questions  of  this  type  need 
to  be  addressed  before  additional  solutions  can  be  found  to 
the  problem  of  keeping  our  teenr,  in  school  longer,  and  mere 
productively  so.  Where^is  both  the  Northeastern  and  'lential 
regions  have  lower-than-chance  proportions  of  out-of -school 
students  in  the  sample,  why  is  there  a  disparity  in  tl  o  youth 
unemployment  rates  for  these  rcqions  M4%  in  the  Northeast, 
^3%  in  the  Central)?  This  sooms  to  indicate,  for  Jiomo 
regions,  no  strong  r^^l  ationshi  p  between  youth  employment*, 
levels  and  proportion  of  17-ye.nr-oldi»  remaining  in  :choo"!  • 
How  can  these  regional  d i  fifierenco.s  be  explained? 

If  careers  and  employment  are  so  important  in  the  lives 
of  our  young  people,  does  it  not  seem  curious  t  lat  only  52% 
have  talked  to  a  counselor  in  the  past  year?  Or  that^  84% 
talked  about  career  interests  with  their  families? 
Furthermore,  only  26%  believed  it  would  be  ver^"  helpful  to 
ta^k  with  a  counselor  to  explore  career  interes:s,  and  only 
34%  felt  it  was  very  helpful  to  talk  with  their  families.  If 
counselors  and  family  members  are  not  considere<  to  be  very 
helpful,  where  do  young  people  go  to  seek  guidance?  Is  entry 
into  the  workl ''g  world  haphazard,  or  can  we  assi  me  that  most 
17-year-olds  really  have  the  capacity  and  self-confidence  to 
make  such  decisions  without  guidance? 

What  new  approaches  can  bo  developed  to  improve  the 
employment  chances  for  the  groups  traditionally  at  a 
disadvantage  in  the  marketplace?  A  large  number  of  youn*:. 
people  may  be  denied  the  opportunities  for  obtaining 
conven*:  ional  "success . " 

How  can  the  decline  in  performance  on  career  and 
occupational  development  knowl edge  be  explained,  when  v iewe i 
in  the  context  of  reading  performance  results,  v;hich  remainel 
stable  over  the  decade  for  17-year-olds?  Why  are  jol) 
exper iences  related  to  better  performance? 

According  to  data  presented  in  Th  e  Condition  o 
Education  (1981),  dropouts  have  lower  pa  rt  ic  i  pa  t^i  on  rates  i\ 
the  labor  force,  with  higher  unemployment  rates  thai 
nondropouts.  Labor  force  participation  rates  are  higher  fcr 
high  school  graduates  than  for  1  i scont inuers .  For  example, 
for  males  16  to  24  years  of  ago  not  currently  in  school,  high 
school  graduates  have  an  unempl '>yment  rate  of  7%,  compared 
with  a  rate  of  16%  for  males  with  one  to  three  years  of  hiqh 
school.  Also,  among  high  school  seniors,  students  enrolled  in 
vocational  programs  have  lower  unemployment  rat(.»s  than  those 
enrolled  in  college  prep  or  general  programs.   Is  it  enough  to 
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merely  keep  our  teens  in  school  longer,  or  should  more 
emphasis  be  j  laced  on  realistic  guidance,  counseling  and  job 
t ra  i  ning  prog  -ams? 

The  list  of  questions  that  can  be  generated  is  lengthy, 
but  answers  to  these  and  other  questions  may  provide  clues  to 
ways  in  which  all  of  our  young  people  may  be  better  prepared 
in  the  future  for  competing  and  succeeding  in  the  job  market.
